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PROBLEMS IN CHINA

In 1724 the Emperor Yung-dling proseried the Cliristian religion, 
whieh at that time had msde prent progress in 'China, Three Jesuit 
priests who were in Pekin addressed a petition to him, supplicnting 
him to revoke his decree. Yung-ching summoned them to his pres- 
enen, abd in an anrument of some Jength gave his reasons for his 
action, in which he disclaimed any disbelief in or hatred of Chrie- 
tianity. “ You say that your law te-not aifalse Inw, and D believe it. 
If 1 thought it wore, what should hinder me from destroying your 
churches and driving you from the empire?” He closed with these 
words: “You wieh to make the Chinese Christians, and this is what 
your law demands, T know very well. But Whit it that case wonld 
become of wa? Tho subjects of your kings! The Christians whom 
vou make tecianize Ho authority but you; intimes of RE 
would Ilsten to no other voice I know well onough that there is 
nothing to fear at present; butwhen your ehipe shall he coming by 
theusands and tena of thousands, then, indeed, wo may huve some 
ditaturbances, 

‘This remarkable statement is interesting both ax showing the intelll- 
gence and liberality of a Chinese ruler nearly two cunturies neo, and 
also aa heing « coneive statement of one of the principal enusek of tho 
preent upheaval in China, Christinn Jaw detnands an obediencs 


whith undermine and finally overthrowa the authority of every other 


gonflicting law. Tlils fact the intelligent Chinese of today reoormise 
more olearly even than did Yung-ching, and the vindication of the 
authority of Chinese law ig the main object of the present conflict. 
The distinetion between the two laws, the Christian and the non- 
Christian, leaving religious dogmas ont of view, may be said ty hie in 
the fact that Christinn law demands obedience to these thres princt 
ples: the right of every man, whatever his condition or atation, to his 
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life and to lis property and the inyiolalitity af a prontikde—the sacres- 
nes of the truth, NonChristiun law i practically: 4 clenial of the 
wuthority of thee fandwmental principles, 1h is wet meant by this 
statoment to allie that there have wot been in the post und that 
thierd aro not tow many men in Ching wlio are just, upright, humane, 
iad strictly hotest Ttisan Indispotinhle fiet, howevor, that human 
life has little value in that conutry; justice ie Alnioet unknown inv 
the courts, and there is ne respect for the troth—na promise te kept 
only when aell-interest makes. it worth while, Now, a conflict is in- 
evitable when two civilizations founded on such wntazenistic printi- 
ples oatie inte close couteet, and ie tllinate canse will he toned to 
he the assertion on the ome lind, the denial an the other, of aie or 
tlof these principles. Hete, neain, there is not the slightest inten- 
Hon ef ninintiining that in all the relations of Chinn with the weetern 
powers, when disputes have arisen, she hea always bet in the wing, 
thiv always in the rights bat it i meant simply that the qniiee or 
UL of we ory igeressivy wet ott the part of the powers line bowti 
either Cont o foreigner’s life has low taken, his property olienated oF 
destroved, or the terms of a trenty or concession hive mot been faith- 
folly observed.

Hot hove prevented hind hese desired, This Geran demand would 
tintutolly keen too thee tle mere arbitriry exervise of power, with the 
Uiltiinate purpose of conquest, not tho fulfillment of a saered iluty. 

Fertile in international disputes, sometinies Tending to war, have 

bean the conmumercial treaties concluded with the powers; and the

elena, alien te then in race and disposition. Nomads by deseont, 
these emperors of the present dynasty have retalied some Of the har 
baric characteristics whieh distinguish # pastoral from an agrioultirnt 
and eotumeralal jraaple sud we the wroel tunes of the Chinese ate. 
Their single aim has beet, not to develop the resources of tie empire, 
hut lo conzalidate and Strengthen their power. Cne-remult of their 
methods of zovernnientia the prevalence of official eorraption to an 
extent proviously aolaown. ‘The principal officers of the provinces 
nie appoitited for three yours only, to prevent their gnining an undue 
atl Gangerous influence. The chief ditty of the governor with tela-

French powers, Here are conapicuatisly, then, the conditions which: 
mike it the duty of 1 faithful disciple of Confucius to rebel menint 
his ruler: injistion, oppresion, and Tnicompeteney, 

Added to this impulée to! revolution is hit unfading meniocy of a 
glorious past when China was under the guiding care of sovdrdigna of 
hisown blood It has only needed at any time in the Inet contury 
A lewder of ability pnd nm definite ory to cause the discontented people 
to break inte open revolt. Snohon leader filly vears ago was Hone 
sitt-teuen. “The founder of a * Society of the Worshippers of God,” 
he proclaimed “himeelf a sent by heaven to drive out the ‘Tatars 
no i restore in his own parson the succession to China”’ Multi- 
tides Noevked to nstandaed raieed “to wxticpate rulers who, both in 
their public lawa and in thelr private acts, wert standiny exam pled 
of all that was base and vilo in human tature” Hung-shu-tsoen de 
feated the tovperialat forces sent aninet hin, wid in 1853 he atermed 
the great city of Nankin. Tere a native Chinese Taiping dvnasty 
was inaugurated, of which he was the first emperor, nesuming theo tithe 
of Taiping Wang, Ring of Great Peace. or Meaveniy King. Subordi- 
nate aitis were the destroetion of idolatry and the prohibition of 
ep TtLin, 

Tt wae in i origin a religions and temperance ae well ne a national 
~ roovernent. This is uot the time to discuss the causes of its rapid 
degeneracy and final overthrow, in 1864, by General Gordon, nor the 
strange blindness of the western powers to [ta distinctive) y Christian 
character, The Tuipitiga, for instance, based their moral teachings 
on’ The Ten Words" of Moses. Thoy obeerved the * Lord's Day " 
and printed and distributed thousands of copies of translations of 
Genesis, Exodus, and St Matthew, as well as Clotstian devotional 
works, ‘Thetemples were burnt and thrown down,” says an English 
evewithess, “and nota whale image was to besoen in city or country 
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for hundreds of miles.” Had the powers given the movement their 
aupport, it is not impossible that the pure and high aims and motives 
with whieh it began might have heen maintained. by that case tiere 
ena bas little doubt that the Taiping would have token Pekin, tnd 
that a new ers of pence and pooaperity might have opened for Chitin, 

This conviction of the wickedness of their present rulers, whether 
judged by Confucian of Chriation standards, hae not decremes! Lt 
atrenth during the last half-century. Many exndes, onthe contrary, 
testes theag political ones nl pene mentioned, have contributed to 
make it stronger today in multitudes of Chinamen that ever lations 
It is by po means impossible that the Boxer rising, with ite with 
worl of “(Chitin for the Chinese,” woe originally is nahionaliat nore 
ment for the overthrow Of the Tatar dynasty, ot well as for the 
daving ont of foreigners and the weir pti af Chostionity. But the 
influwnees whieh led primarily to. the Taiping rebellion have inerenved 
totifeld io force sinee L850, Edoention of the weetern (eye hits bien 
axtandud to tons of thoumntde in-all parteof the aingire A Titer 
ature, Hoth roligions and seenlar, setting forth the principles on which. 
weethrn Christian otvitizntion is fotinited and familiarising the Chinese 
readers with Christian ideals of lifeand churmeter, hie liewn oreatial, 
The intercourse with travelers, iwerchunts, officiuls, and 1 ik TES 
together with the not inconsiderable wamber of Chittewe whoa have 
visited our countries anil returned to tell of whit thev hac seq po 
thelr equatey nen, hissprind brondcast # more or less ielinite know- 
lodge of the outside world, 

The uaturl olitéoty of all these influences hws heen the birth ofa 
reforin puurky which inereased in strength with auch ragrliity that, 
having gaited the car and confidence of the Kniperar, it mewmed: birt 
just tow to le on the point of rovolatinivizitig the ancient methods of 
rovernment and education, ‘lis principal situs ane shown in the 
famous seven Reform Krliets induerl try the Fuinperor in the spring of 
Tsih. These provieled| for the building of railways; the abolition of 
the old camy sytem of the civil service extiiimnation nnd the substi 
tution of western lentning; the turning of unmsed temples into anhinals 
for instruction in this lenroing; the éstablishinentef a great Wiver= 
sity in Pekin: the organisition of o bureau for the ftranelation of 
western Htérature inte Chinese; the foundation of a patent office, and 
the protedtion of foreigners and qepecially missionaries. Although 
this strentione, thengh possibly il-tomed and loo aweepine, effort for 
rufort disnstrousty failed, the leaders being executed of thying from 
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the country, vet the influences which ealled dt inta existotiee remain, 
Doubtless the events of the past few months will have inerensed 
roither thin diminished the number of ita open or seoret. adherents. 

These are then, In iy opinion. the principal eanses of the present, 
outhrenak in (tne: whose Ulbimntn CUNEO Lohons ik te Hern pucemocy bales fir 
the wisest of ua to foresee, Tt iacthe inevitable vonflict of two wesen- 
tially diverse civilizations brought inte elase contact: Tt is nlao the 
revitlt nf conditions due to a long suocession of weak and eorrh pit 
rilers. ‘These appear to me to include all special eamses, both reli- 
sinus and political. Though the outhreak was directed apparently at 
first Agmingh Christhin nijssionaries and their follower: and je now for 
the rhormentia life and death contast with all foreigners, yet hatred of 
Christianity connot be attriboted to the Chineee asa people, ‘Their 
Indiffirwice to all relivion i 9 national charscteristic. “There ts no 
question but that their superstitious fuars have been often awakened 
by the desecration of ancesttal praves through the construction of 
railwaye, by the erection of churches with high towers, and by the 
refoal af ontive Christians to join in sone religions rite considered 
essential for the common welfare, as fo avertn drought or heal a pre 
yailing sickness, 

it is Eh rer thins litcely, it ls certain, that men y ond but over neal 
we Wissionaries have HTML rEt arsed opposition throwsh love le 
of tnet and procliiies in attacking customs and beliets which aces of 
existence had made sacred, The Catholic privets especially have in- 
curred heavy responsibilities hy their claim to sit ax magintrates with 
the tonandaring Tn oases tn which the loterests af membure of their 
flock were at stake. ‘I'he motive for whinining the privilege was a 
Fool one, to secure justice, but the result has been in hry iets 
dismatrous, 

The often-repeated saying, “ Ficat the missionary, then the consul, 
then the cenertl,” resteon an undoubted basis of truth, ‘The tmis- 
Ainvary woe sooner gains «a foothold in any land than he is clogely fol- 
lowed by the trader'of his own ar some Eindred nationality, He in 
his turn brings after a time the consol, his government's represenia- 
tive te protect his Interest, and with the comenl comes 4 usr whiels 
citouingtanecs tnay change inten conquering army. ‘Chisis a natural, 
in aluast inevitable, sequence, and one that htinduntly justifies the 
Chinese suspicion that the original coming of the missioioary = sir. 
ply to prepare the way for the general. The history of Protestant 
missions, we do not say Catholic, hears triumphant proof, however,

of the falsity of the assertion of such a motive in emleavoring to 
Christianize a heathen people. 

What ia to bé the end of the contest now being waged in northern 
China? To this question there ts but one answer that cin be made 
with any dogree of confidence. Pekin must fall into the hands of the 
allied powers, Whether or not the present rulers af the eowntey will 
bw captured with it remains to heseen, though all the probabilities are 
soninst it. But if they fly to the ancient Chinese cupital, Singaw Fu, 
in the province af Shensi, 750 miles inland, ond set up the govern- 
ment there, what then? In other words, ein the powers, either 
unitedly or singly, conqiter (China or atiy considerable part of if not 
adjacent to the sew? Lf the Chinese are united in their opposition to 
the powers, | believe this to be an invpossihility from the physica 
character of the country atid the number and disposition of the people, 

Chinn proper—that is, excluding Mongolia, Manchuria, Tibel, and 
Turkestan—is, in round numbers, 1.500 miles in extent from east to 
west and 1.400 miles from north to south. [t is, roughly speaking, 
divided into three great tiver basing, which pre eqgparated from each 
other by ranges of mountains. ‘The northernmost is that of the Yel- 
low River and eotisints Tih large port of & plain, subjoot to terrible n= 
undations from the fact that it lies below the level af the river, whieh 
now and then bursts its banks: ond makesfor itself a mew channel. 
It is unnavigahle and apparently would afford no aid to an invading 
army. ‘Thia ie not true of the second or Yangize River, which is 
navigable for nearly 2,000 imiles and has numerous trilmtiries navl- 
galile for small eraft. This ia the riohest part as Well se the mast 
populous of the empire. The deltas of these two rivers ure connocted 
by (he Grand Canal, formerly w great avenue of trade, upon whose 
banks were important cities, Sections af it are now in role, and 
even if it were in good repair it rune throughout its entire length so 
near the coust as to be useless to anarmy invading the interior. The 
thi rit river 1s the W esti, itt thies exirettie ar titheasteri prt. of (hiv. lt 
is navigable for yome 200 niles and would give access only to two 
provinces, only one of which, Kuangtong. is of any importance, 

These river basins were fortnerly connected by imperial rons, cor: 
utructed before the Talar conquest, and even in their rains excite the 
admiration of travelers and attest the height to which Chinese wivil- 
ization once renched, The present rulers have suffered them to fall 
into decay and comparative disuse, as rapid and etsy commantention 
between the different parts of the empire was considered dangerous, 
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as affording o discontented subject prope opportunities to combine 
ayainst their rulers. Itwill he evident that to mareliprmbes sufi- 
ciotitly lire te subdue 400,000,000) precpile through such » country — 
apinins aluvost all of whose munitions of war woul; have to be trats- 
ported frony the coast—would be a pliysinal impossibility.

The invaders escaped to the maoultiasina, baat 
tapered of 200.0000 ontives porished in the ool, aud the elite of 
Kaifeng was destroyed. Another tine, “in the fret period of the 
Manchu dynasty, the Chinese had the patriotism and resolution te 
lng: waste their own coasts as far as twenty Jeagtics uy the country, 
anid destroy villages and cities, burn wodks.and corfelde—in faethe 
creste an immense decert—in order ba annihilate the power al a for 
midable pirate, whe for a long tine hid held In cheek the whole 
strength of the empire.” Whit this wxtevordinary people have done 
mote than duce in their stress they would da again under similar 
cCirciuielances. 

‘But are ther united and animated by the single desire of driving 
ott the “foreign devila”? Tidioes not:seem to tne that there is any 
evidehoe of thissother than the mere assertion of writers who have 
npparently taken it for granted. A anited purpose impaling the 
imnorit merida of Chinese, divided in speech and in habits of Thfe 
and separated by vas Histioers, ta inconc#ivable. FHatted of the furs 
signers is, | holieve, im large mensure eanfined to the ruling clisses, 
whose powers atid privileges are threatened by the few religion and 
the reforms which it brings withit, ‘The Chinese magistrate who sells 
justion ta the hiehest bidder naturally hates the consular court, It 
ie they anid the literati, ur edticuted clazs. from whose ranks they are 
jeawn, who foment these disturbances: who placard the cities with 
Tollnwmnimnnlory luvitetinis bo rise op against the forengiers ; who ele 
lite senndile alvout the Christian rites, #imilar to the assertions made 
and believed iv France and Austria abootthe Jews. ‘That they are 
Alle to drone the common pecple te action here and there, especially 
inthe const provinces and it lange cities and thetr ielvhlwrhodle, 
recunt vente have prover. Tt ts passable, ligt bardly cancuivabile 
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that they oould do the anme throughout the empire, for it should be 
remembered that there are atill great districts, inhabited by milton 
of pepilis, inte whieh Hiaeionarioes have ever fone and through whieh 
foreign travelors rarely, if ever, pase: At present 1 am convinoud 
that the grevt mass ef the poople throughout Chita are ignorant of 
What has token place at Pekin and Tientsin; they are iudifferent ws 
to who rilee over them, provided they are left in pence to til! their 
fields ane fenys their la ryests. 

Does the western world need China, and, réctprocally, doo Chinn 
need intercourse with the Christian nations? Mauy persons ques- 
tion reriowely whether we ought te foree, as it were, our civilisation, 
our commerce ant tiandfietures, our modes of FOVErninent, our 
literature and religion, upon an unwilling poonle, the mux of whon 
are probably as well off materially as the tons of the people of Earope. 
They are probably better off than the Russian Petkants The secounts 
of sone travelers lead one to believe that in some parts of the prov. 
tnow (f Seechuen the inhabitants surpass all other poaples in their 
AppOrn prosperity and contentment. Why should we come and 
disturh this pewoe? Jn answer it is only necessary to say that the 
commeroial and religious invasion of China ly the western nations

CHINA AND HER PEOPLE—SOME REFLECTIONS ON THEIR 
MANNERS AN) CUSTOMS, HABITS, AND LIVES

The geovraphical boundaries of China proper, that huge Mongolian 
Etnpire, about which the world is now so deeply concerned, are: on 
the nerth, Mongolia, from whenes, at irregular intervals in the past, 
have come those overwhelming currenta of humanity which have 
miolified ina remarkable degroe the race characteristies of the Chi- 
nese; on the east, the great Gulf of Pechili, the Yellow Sea, and the 
Pacific Qeran; on the south, the Chinu Sea, the Gulf of Tonkin, 
Tonkin, and Sian; and on the weet, Upper Bunna anid Tibet, Sone 
writers, notably Welle Williams, the well-known author of The Middle 
Aingdem,” divide China proper inte three portione—the mountainous, 
the billy, aud the level country. Emploving this system, we find 
more than half of the whole tires le niountainoud and lies west of o 
Horth mid aouth line puseing through the city of Wuchang, in the 
provines of Hopeh, The hilly portion lies enet of this same lite and 
south of the great Yangtze Hiver, The great plain or level country 
comprises the remaining port-of the empire, and forme the northeast 
portion. ‘The agricultural wealth of the mation lies in the lovel 
country, 

China ie divided into eighteen proviness, each of which is governed 
by w videroy, who administers the affairs of his province nominally 
under instructions from Pekin, but actuolly in aceordanes with: his 
individual Ideas, Daring the progress of apes the spoken language 
of these provitiot hn imdergone such modificationa that it ia prur- 
ticully impossible for a tuveler to noderstand or be wolerstoot out- 
side thy borders:of his own province, The partial exception lio this 
rule i¢ the Cantonese. Thespoken tongoe of the province of Canton, 
or Kusugtong, ne if, La pronounced by the natives, appears to be the 
paront apeech of ms large part of China, so that toclay e ftiative of 
Kuangtong can muke his way with more ot less ease from one end 
of China to the other, A witty Chinese gentleman once said to the 
writer ata native dinner in Shanghai, “ With two languages, a man 
may travel all over the world. Koowing the Kunngtong dialect, he 


may travel all over China, and with English he con runke his way 
over the reat of the weeld, " The written langridge, however, is pitne= 
tically alike forall portions of the empire, and the oddented (Chine 
man cnn make his wants Known with brosh and paper in ey part of 
tine kingdom. 

The two rivers Howling through the Celestial Empire with which the 
world is: mest Litnillur are the Hontighea, ar Yolliw iver, and the 
Yongtae, ‘he first & frequently called by Chinese writers “The 
Surrow of China,” on seeuunt of dts freq tient and disastrous uit 
dativns. Rising in Kuku-ner, it enters the proving of Kunst, and 
passes the ancient city of Lanchau, capital of the provinoe, dighs 
hundred miles: from ite sourey, Flowing along, ponillel with the 
Great Wall for tive hotdred amd thirty tiles, it posses beoid the 
borders of China into Mongolia, Retutering the Flowery Kingdom 
between the provinces of Shen and Shans, forming their boundary, 
ihe river, increasing in size as it fows;strikes eastward to the sea 
through Honan owl Shantang, passing the walla.of Kuifeng- and 
‘THinan in its course. [in former days-the Yellow liver, after passing 
Kaifeng, flowed #till further to the enstware, through the pravinos of 
Kaneu, sweeping into the Pacific Ocean some hundred ooiles torth 
af Chinkiang, on the ¥ angie, 

The great Yangige rises in Tibet, and after flowing nieitie etal

There exists no law of hereditary succession to the throne, but it 
1# left to each soversign to appoint his sudecssor from among the 
mombers of his own family, The Inte Emperor, dying auddenly in 
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his eighteenth your, did not designate his successor, and it was in 
curmeyuence of palace intrigue, directed by the Empress [howager, fn 
concert with Prince Ch'un, that the infant son of the latter waa de 
eared Emperor, The Emperor Koatesil, now in his twenty -hinth 
vear, nominally nésumed the rein’ of yorernment in March, 1887.

The Buiperor is thespiritual as well as tempor! sovercigu, amid as 
high priest of the empire can plone perform the grent religions cere- 
manies, No religious hierarchy ie maintained at public expetise, nor 
igany priesthood attached to the Confucian or dtate religion. 

A characteristic of the Chinsuinan is his desire for education, So 
thoroughly imbaod is the nitional epirit with thie thirat for knowledge 
thot it is aufe to aay that wo other people arg«o generally and so well 
wlucated as the Chinese, Every boy is compelled by liw to attend 
school « certain period of the year, Armong the poorest classes, where 
the strugeloe for existence ie fierve and unrelenting, among what are 
know ad the cools class, searcely av tidividaal can be found whe 
eunnot read aad write, and this, too, net haltingly and with difficulty, 
bot freely and, so far pa con he understood by an observer, accurately 
moi understandingly. The word “ eoolie is not a term of reproach, 
hut signifies laborer or workman, and is isc among the Chinese them- 
selves with this meaning. As in other partsof the world, the coolies 
or laborers are recruited from the lowest strata of the body politle ; 
but, as has been pointed out, practically without exception they read 
nl write their own complionted Intyroige. | 

During a recent cruise in Chinese waters [became much interested 
in noting the matnvr in whieh the lowest clasies aoquired their wbility 
to read and write. avid the reanlt of several years of observation is that 
their education comes largely through the steady and persistent nse 
of the stray minutes of life.

The general trenil of such comment has 
beth astonishment at the mnasudh winners and methods prevailing 
among the millions of the yellow subjects of the Son of Heaven, In 
clothing, style of living, care of children, amugements, and in rine 
athor points the Chinaman is different from the rest of the world, 
This view, however, fs not quite nH correct stnitement of the ninkber. 
The Chinese methods nidoubted!y antedate western methods, and so, 
logically, the Chinaman, having adopiod a certain tanner of living, 
has the prior right to the system, and variations from his system 
should he counted: Singulac. Lam well aware this method of arg:

Among the most interesting periodic oeearrences in the procemd- 
ings. of the National Geographic Society must be counted the annual 
excursion ar fell meeting, hell in the early summer, when such 
members ae are still in Wiehington are wont to visit, detially hy 
Bpatial teat oF steamer, dine or another of the many places of gen 
Sia or Historic foterest within A few hours’ ride of the Natlonal 

Capital, Harpers Ferry, W. Vo, Frederick andl Annapolis, Md., Fred- 
sedikabairie Charlottosville, Monitinella, the Dismal Swamp, Mininadis 
fap, and the Shenandoah Valloy, Va, have all been explored during 
recent wire inder the lewenship of men whose training or ex perience 
specially fitted then for their delightful task. 

When it became known that the path of totality of the eclipse of 
the sun that was te ocduron Miy 23 of the present year would be 
within easy reach of Washington, atid that Norfolk, Via., with all ite 
surroundings of seenic beauty and historic interest, would he aw place 
freven whiiecha thie eon) puee could le well observed, it waa derided by the 
Board of Managers to chorler a steamer and afford the nisinbers of 
the Society an opportinity to take one of the most delightful of ex- 
cursions: ated at the same time witiess that ron and lliterusting event, 
a total eclipse of the en. 

Tn acoordanoe with thea arrangements, some 250 persons embarked 
on the steamer Morpert New on Sunday evening, May 37, toa wake up 
next morning in Hampton Roads, after a sinooth auil of -some 10 
miles down the Potormac Riverand Chesapeake Bay, The eclipse 
was Witnessed from the Portamoull, Navy Yard, under conditions 
that left absolutely nothing to le desired, 

From Portamouth the steamer procewded to the shipyards of New- 
port News, from Newport News to Yorktown, and from Yorktown to 
Old Poirit Comfort awl Fort Mourow, leaving for Washington in the 
evening nnd arriving the next moriing in time for breikfnst, 

The company inchided the veteru astronomer, Dr Simon New- 
comb; the ravered and belored author and diving, Dr Falward Everote 
Hale, and « large representation of the various scientilio departments 
of the Government service, The excursion was unmarred by the 
slightest untoward incident, and will Jong be remembered by those

to supplement the work af others by euch olwervationg ay dil not 
require elaborate instrumental meine or long previous preparation, 
T “ operations finally undertaken were three in miaenleer:

SHADOW TAN DS 


Many ttexplaiied optical plinomens have law deaeribed in eon 
rection with total eclipses, ‘The irregular, sporadic, anil inoonsistent 
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character of most of these justify us in elassifying them as optical 
illusions. To this-clas probably belongs the ¢seming noming on of 
the darkness by a series of waves. A clans of phenomens seen 40 fre- 
quently a to show that, whether purely optical or not, they follow a 
law, and wre due to some definable cause, are known 4 shadow bands. 
Ati attempt wae made to observe these on the plan outlined hy the 
Seeretary of the Smithsonian Thstitution, While the observations, 
through an unfortunate neglect to make preparations in mivanor, 
were nol carried ont in all the detail recommended in the plan, ro 
suite were obtained which may not be devoid of interest. 

‘Two parties took part in the observation, One, a lange one, abe 
served on the upper deck of the steamer as ahe lay at the navy yard 
pier, the other on the pier itelf, Both made their ohservitions on 
severn) white sheets apread oul gu the deck or ground, the shades on 
which they corefally watelied, 

From the steamer Mr Elbert B. Hanilin reported: “ Bands puiited 
Horthesst and southwest, They vibroted at right angle: to the wiy 
they pointed: this befire totality, They cane on from the north 
cist. After tutallty-they were less pronouiond + came on fromm south 
west and pointed urthwest and southeast. They noved slowly and 
were about two inches wide.” Some of the party laid down sticks to 
show the direction of the bands, and inquiry was miaile by other 
members ns to the direction they noted. Although in most cases the 
direction assigned agreed with that of Mr Harolin, one observer. al 
leant, au the bunds ws Iving northwest and southeast, while the three 
ticks ranger over more thas 45 degrees. 

On the what! olwervations were made by Mr Claude Bennett and 
acvetal others, As Mr Bennett's observations were sent to the Smith 
aonion Institution for disoussiun and vomparison, they need not te 
given in full here. Thoy may be expected ta nppear, with a number 
of others, elewhere, From verbal statements mado on the spot by 
Mr Bennett and two other observers, it would seem that there was no 
agremment as to the mature of the phenomena, Two obmervers e- 
siento, motion in opposite directions; the thind saw to well-defined 
motion and no distinet bands, but only an dirresuler flickering.
